‘GEN. MACARTHUR’S HEADQUARTERS, Luzon, Mon- 
day, Feb. 5.—(AP)—American troops have reached the heart 
of Manila and have raised the Stars and Stripes over the 
Philippine capital for the first time in more than thee years. 
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Gen. MacArthur was denied thet 


satisfaction of entering the capital 
immediately. A dynamited bridge 
on the northern outskirts forced 
the leader of the liberation troops 
to turn back and find another 
route into the city. 


Americans of the hard-hitting 
First Cavalry Division, in a wide 
encircling move by dark, entered 
the city Saturday night against 
harassing sniper fire and quickly 
captured Malacanan palace and 
the large Santo Tomas concentra- 
tion camp where thousands of 
Americans and British civilians 
were interned.

Cavalry, said 3,000 Santo Tomas 
internees were liberated. They 
were mostly American women 
and children interned there since 
April 1, 1942.

poll tax repeal bill. The house and 
senate have agreed to kill the vot: 
ing tax, but some members of the 
senate disagree with the house’s 
plan of registration of voters. 


The housé went along with this 
minority senate group’s request 
for retention of the permanent 
registration system, but the minor- 
ity group now claims .the house 
plan would rob registrars of their 
power. The majority of the sen- 
ate wanted biennial registration, 
but Senate President Gross said 
the senate would okay the house 
method of permanent registration 
with biennial purging of the list. 

Rep. Ben Fortson, of Wilkes, has 
served notice he will renew his 
fight today to lift a constitutional 
ban on a governor succeeding 
himself. Fortson is author of a 
draft-Arnall move. Speaker Har- 
ris, who successfully retained this 
ban in house committee debate, 
will insist that no governor be per- 
mitted to succeéd himself. 

Although Gov. Arnall has dis- 
claimed any ambitions to serve as 
governor again, he wants the ban 
lifted, stating the people should 
have the right to elect whom they 
please, as many times as they de- 
sire. As chairman, he cast the de- 
ciding vote that made the redraft- 
ing commission repeal the ban. 
President Gross and Speaker Har- 
ris both voted against a governor 
succeeding himself. 

Legislators, who now get an av- 
erage of nine dollars a day, would 
receive $15 a day, under recom- 
mendation of the house constiju- 
tion committee, which the house 
discusses today. The constitution 
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redrafters recommended $10 a day. 

Working toward completion of 
the constitution by ednesday, 
the house faces consideration of 
methods of naming school super- 
intendents, establishment of a 
constitutional merit system, and 
the controversial home rule pro- 
visions. 


The senate will take up the con- 
stitution when the house concludes 
its deliberations.

To Aid Liberated Poland 


ATHENS, Ga., Feb. 3.—Georgia, which leads the nation in pioneer 
food processing methods, has provided the model for 500 community 
canning plants soon to be set up in liberated Poland. 


Disclosure of the part the Uni- 
versity of Georgia College of Ag- 
riculture will play in helping put 
the liberated countries back on a 
self-sustaining food basis has been 
made by J. J. Shannahan, head of 
UNRRAA’s agricultural rehabili-| 
tation food processing division. 


Following a survey of the uni- 
versity’s food processing depart- 
ment and its community canning 
plant, Shannahan asked H. J. B. 
Turner, acting head of the depart- 
ment, and W. A. Maddox Jr., edu- 
cational supervisor of a large can- 
ning equipment company, to col- 
laborate on a bulletin, using uni- 
versity methods in outlining nec- 
essary equipment, procedure and 
operation of a community plant, 
along with instructions for process- | 
ing common fruits and vegetables. 

The bulletin was submitted to) 
the Polish commercial counselor | 
in Washington, who in turn sent) 
it to the Polish embassy in London | 
for publication. The bulletin cur- 
rently is being translated into Pol- 
ish for distribution throughout 
that country. Not attempting to 
take the place of commercial 
plants, the canneries will help al-| 
leviate food shortages where sur- | 
plus foods are too far from large | 
canneries or where the surplus is | 
too small to meet production fig-| 
ures of such plants.

Georgia inaugurated the first 
community canning center in the 
nation in 1926, with South Carolina 
following suit two years later.

The average French peasant has | 
been relatively unaffected by the 
invasion of the Germans or the 
occupation of the American and 
British, and has carried on his 
farming in his centuries-old man- 
ner of self-sufficiency and com- 
placency.

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Why Georgia Needs Home Rule 


The Georgia general assembly, when in 
session, costs the taxpayers of the state 
between two and three thousand dollars 
a day. 


How utterly asinine, then, that it should 
waste its time passing on bills of strictly 
local application, bills of which the vast 
majority of its members know nothing and 
care less, bills of almost unbelievably mi- 
nor importance. _ 


Sen. Spence Grayson, of Savannah, for 
example, is one of the most able and ardent 
opponents of home rule. Sen. Grayson not 
only led the fight which resulted in the 
senate committee’s killing of the home rule 
provision in the proposed new constitution, 
Sen. Grayson also drafted a substitute pro- 
vision which would nail down the lid on 
home rule’s coffin. 


“No county, municipality or subdivision 
of the state shall enact any law or ordi- 
nance without first being authorized so to 
do by the general assembly,” reads Sen. 
Grayson’s proposal. “And there shall be 
no delegation of legislative power from 
the general assembly to the several sub- 
divisions of the state except by act of the 
general assembly, which specifically des- 
ignate and describe the powers so dele- 
gated.” 


This is the same Sen. Grayson who in- 
troduced Senate Bill No. 46 in the current 
session, Senate Bill No. 46 being “a bill to 
provide that the mayor and alderman of 
the city of Savannah shall have the right 
to close any part or all of Duffy Street 
Lane and Henry Street Lane.” 


Senate Bill No. 46 was read in the sen- 
ate and referred to the municipal govern- 
ment committee. :

Finally, having been acted upon by 257 
legislators from every county in the state 
«—most of whom, by no means incidentally, 
had never been within three blocks of 
either Duffy Street Lane or Henry Street 
Lane—the bill went to Gov. Arnall for his 
signature, 


Thus, although the men who made the 
decision and Gov. Arnall, who signed it 
into law, have no idea whatsoever of the 
factors involved, the mayor and aldermen 
of the city of Savannah now have the right 
to close any part or all of Duffy Street 
Lane and Henry Street Lane. 


No one denies, of course, that it is in 
the interest of the public weal to close 
Duffy Street Lane. One merely wonders 
how, in the face of such classic examples 
gf the stupidity of the current system, any- 
one can logically‘ argue that Georgia has 
no need for horhe rule.

The Need for Protection and Reforestation 


The annual report of the Southern Re- 
gional Forest Service serves effectively to 
call attention to the continuing need for 
conservation efforts in southern wood- 
lands. 


Largely because of a growing shortage 
of timber on private lands, it was neces- 
sary to cut more than 3,000,000,000 board 
feet of timber from the nation’s national 
forests last year, this being the largest cut 
on record, more than 64 per cent above 
the previous year. 


If we are to maintain adequate timber 
supply in this nation, declares the report, 
the currently prevalent practice of cut- 


ting young timber “which should be the 
source of sawlogs for decades to come” 
must be stopped. In addition to eliminat- 
ing destructive cutting and extending fire 
protection, says Joseph C. Kircher, re- 
gional forester, the government must fa- 
cilitate good practices on private forest 
lands and acquire such lands as may not 
otherwise be given the management dic- 
tated by the public interest. 


The nation’s timber supply, once con- 
sidered inexhaustible, has dwindled rap- 
idly in recent years. We have now reached 
the stage where immediate and continu- 
ing action is indicated if adequate annual 
production is to continue available.

Germans Don't Know 
Meaning of Liberty 


The following is a letter to his wife, with a 


ss ' é few personal paragraphs deleted, from a young 


American officer with one of the U. S. armies 


now within the borders of the Reich: 


“By now I believe I am pretty well upon the mentality, think- 
ing and reactions of the German people. . .. While I do not know 
nearly all there is to know, I know more than most other people— 
and I should. 

“First a few generalities which are true beyond a doubt. Ger- 
many is the warmonger of the earth—-the curse of mankind. This 
is not the fault of the Nazis; this is the fault of every German man 
and woman. If we destroy the Nazis, we do not destroy Germany’s 
role as the destroyer of peace. In another 20 years Germany will 
find another Hitler, Wilhelm, Bismarck, Frederick the Great. Those 
fools in the streets of the world who say, ‘Destroy Hitler and all is 
well; we are not fighting the German people,’ are criminally pre- 
paring for the next war, in which our son will have to fight. ... 

“Psychologically, the German has an inferiority complex which 
may date to the fact that Germany developed late and lost out in 
colonies and world influence. To hide this universal inferiority 
complex, the people will rally to anyone who says, ‘Germany has 
been cheated; you are the greatest people on earth; follow me, give 
me the power and I will lead Germany to her rightful place in 
the sun.’ That is one central point of the German character. 


they are politically lazy— 

they are only too happy to give the 
power to any man who won’t require that they think politically. 
They don’t want to be asked what should be done—they don’t 
know; they have no political sense; they don't know what freedom 
means. They want to be told, to be ordered; any man who will 
do that is deified. Women have told me in English or through 
an interpreter that the: woman's place is in the kitchen and her 
job to have children; that women have no right to have’ political 
opinions—that is for men only. 


“The women who say this are not poor farm girls, but as well 
educated as you and of similar gconomic background. They are 
pleasant, cultured and intelligent, but with that political blind spot 
that is the curse of the world. I have said to them, ‘Do you realize 
that your lack of interest in politics is one of the main reasons why 
I hate you, why a German in the streets of all the world is hated 
and cursed by mankind?’ Sometimes they burst into tears at this; 
sometimes they show surprise but they never understand, and the 
horror, and I mean horror, is that they never will understand. 


“These people do not know what liberty is, and that is a real, 
terrible fact. ... More. dangerous than the Nazis are the German 
ruling class, the Junkers and the industrialists, for they only use 
the Nazis. Now, of course, they disown the Nazis as failures, and 
will lie dormant until a new means comes along. These people 
did not become Nazis, the Nazis were of too low a class hoodlums. 
And this cursed class which for a century have sought a ‘Great 


Germany’ will try again in 20 years.... 
“Women and men cry out that 


Hate Not War, But Losing they hate war (particularly one 


they lose, the bastards—it’s a pleasure to remind them of the fact). 
‘No, we don’t raise our sons to be soldiers, but we cannot prevent 
that from happening....’° ‘We don’t like not being able to speak 
our minds: we hate terror of oppression—but if we speak up, we 
are destroyed by the government.’ I say, ‘Then why do you let 
such a government get control in the first place?’ The answer: ‘I 
don’t know, we cannot help it. What can I do, I am only one 
person?’ ... 

“One woman said, ‘Please don’t think badly of me; I just do 
not know what liberty is. Will you teach me?’ She was a pro- 
fessor’s daughter, but a tragic fool, and I believe she really did not 
know what liberty is—and she never will. And her sons, too, will 
die for the glory of the German army, the Junkers, and greater 
Germany. Jesus had his Judas, the world has Germany. 

“Those Germans who loved liberty, since the last century and 
before, have fled, mostly to America—nod now I know why. To 
live among the Germans is a fate worse than death—yes, they have 
good beer, they like to sing, they like to parade, but-like blind 
fools, they dance into hell. 

“This information I have gathered, and questions I have quoted 
are by-products and not really in the direct line of my work, but 
the knowledge is most necessary for my work. I am not here to 
re-educate Germans. I wish I could feel sure that those given the 
job of re-education will know what they are doing. If they succeed 
in this re-education, they will be supermen. For we must not only 
unteach Nazism, that is nothing; the job will be to awake a love 
of liberty and a desire to think politically, both of which have not 
been known in Germany for over a century. After you have un- 
taught Nazism, you will not even have started the job—and that is 
what our public, our re-educators, will not understand. Nazism is 
only a leaf, the insidious roots are old, deep and hidden to the world 
public. And those roots will nourish another and another war; 
like the ‘Original Sin,’ Germany puts a curse on the peace and 
happiness of mankind.”

As you know, the fighting on 
Saipan was as tough as any in 
this war. There the Marines won 
new glory, and the proudest and 
most eager to make good were 
the four companies of colored 
boys. 

Under pressure of this war’s 
necessities, Negroes were admit- 
ted to the Marine Corps for the 
first time, and as usual the Corps 
took the cream of the crop—the 
strongest, and most intelligent, the 
best educated. They serve under 
white officers, and they are not 
used as combat troops, but they 
are Marines none the less 
their morale is pluperfect. 

Only a small part of war is 
fighting; the rest is plain hard 
work. This work, except in emer- 
gencies, is done by § specially 
trained service companies. And 


| this was the part playec by the 


colored Marines at Saipan— 
though a few took time out for 
a little shooting. ° 

They were among the first to 
land on the beach, for ammuni- 
tion and other supplies must be 
unloaded where the fighting men 
are. Steel mats must be laid on 
soft ground before the tanks can 
come in. Many of the colored 
boys worked 48 hours without 
rest, passing the ammunition in 
\-ater up to their waists—and al- 
ways under fire. 

All troops agree thet the hard- 
est part of war is to hold fast and 
take it when you can’t fight back. 
When you can take cover and 
knock off enemies, you forget to 
be scared. Working in the open, 
utterly exposed and without a 
weapon, takes guts—and the col- 
ored Marines had all the job re- 
quired.

GOODBYE HOME RULE 
(Macon News) 

The constitutional amendments 
committee of the house on Mon- 
day of this week unanimously 
struck the home rule provision 
from the new constitution and sub- 
stituted for it the proposal of 
Speaker Roy Harris to give the 
general assembly authority to pro- 
vide home rule for cities and 
counties, 

Whereupon, the _ Associated 
Press records, J, W. Culpepper, 
chairman of the committee, ejac- 
ulated a fervent “Thank God.” 
And no doubt Speaker Harris let 
out a few derisive guffaws at the 
gullibility or guile of the commit- 
tee. 

For the _ substitution accom- 
plishes exactly nothing. The gen- 
eral assembly already has author- 
ity to provide home rule for cities 
and counties. "In fact, Speaker 
Harris so told the committee after 
it had unanimously swallowed his 
substitute. 

It is incredible that any mem- 
ber of the legislature could oppose 
the home rule provisions of the 
new constitution. The local leg- 
islation it would bring to an end 
must be a-pain in the neck to ev- 
ery legislator. All of it takes 
time and some of it involves the 
public washing of a good deal of 
local dirty political linen. There 
is no conceivable advantage in 
retaining such a system. 

Besides, the retention of it is 
wholly opposed to sound demo- 
cratic principle. The idea of local 
self-government is a fundamental 
concept of American democracy. 
Depriving the people of the right 
to govern themselves in matters 
of local concern is the first step 
toward autocracy. 

We find ourselves wondering 
what can be the explanation of the 
legislature’s reluctance to recog- 
nize the right of the people to lo- 
cal home rule. What is the nigger 
in this woodpile? Is it unwilling- 
ness to surrender power. Is it 
distrust of democracy? Is it the 
feeling that what was good enough 
for our daddies is good enough 
for us? Or is it just the pain of 
the mental exertion consequent on 
any change? We wonder.

Hypocrisy Marks 
Fight on Wallace 


- WASHINGTON—The senate did not leave i 

Bie ' self in very good light by the vote taken om 

Pitan: whether to consider first the Wallace nomina- 
tion or the George bill to separate government lending agencies 
from the Department of Commerce. | 

Much of the hyprocrisy that has entered into the fight against 
the nomination of the former vice president to be secretary of 
eae og is revealed in the senate vote, The evidence is unmie 
takable, 

It must be assumed, of course, that most of those who voted 
to ‘take up the Wallace nomination first were opposed to confirma. 
tion under any circumstances. They wanted to have his appoint 
ment considered before the chamber acted on the George 
because it was realized that Mr. Wallace would command 
votes that way. ' 

A number of the senators had publicly stated that they would 
vote for confirmation only on condition that the giant government 
lending agencies were first divorced from the Department of Com- 
sabe They intended to oppose the appointment if this were not 

one. 

Now the hypocrisy of the situation lies in the fact that these very 
same senators, or most of them, were the leaders in the move te 
have the Wallace nomination taken up first. They didn’t want 
to give the senate an opportunity to remove the cause of their 
pretended opposition to the Iowa man. 

When Mr. Wallace’s nomination was first sent to the senate a 
chorus of opposition arose on the score that he was not the 


‘man to administer both the normal functions of the Department 


of Commerce and the various government lending agencies, which 
had been transferred to the department at the time of former Sec 
retary Jesse Jones’ appointment. 


There was much pious wailing on the subject. None 
of the critics professed to question Mr. Wallace's 
qualifications to serve as secretary of commerce. What they were 
opposed to was for one man to exercise control over both the de 
partment and the lending agencies. 
insisted on a separation of the two. 

That offered a perfectly sound position, on which men might 
agree or disagree. Many of the former vice president's fri 
in fact, felt the same way about it. They were inclined to agree 
that the interests of the government could be best served by setting 
the lending agencies up as a separate activity. 

Only the most blind of the Wallace partisans insisted on keep 
ing the department’s past functions intact, just as it had been 
operated under Jesse Jones. 

But the real test of sincerity came on the vote on which propo 
sition to take up first—the George bill or the Wallace nomination. 


Ordinarily it might be expected that only those who were in 
favor of the Wallace confirmation outright, with all the powers 
exercised by his predecessor, would support the move to consider 
his nomination first. Yet- the very opposite proved to be true. 

Those who had been piously proclaiming that their only objec 
tion to the nomination was in the lending agencies were the very 
ones to vote for immediate consideration, without waiting to see 
whether the cause of their objection was to be removed. 

There is only one word for all of this, of course: hypocrisy. 

The senate vote reveals that it was not so much the lending 
agencies about which opponents of Mr. Wallace were : 
it was the former vice president himself. They just didn’t like 
him and were out to get him under any conditions or circumstances, 

Most of the fuss about the lending agencies, it must be assumed, 
was merely window dressing, though many people really had some 


conviction on the subject, 
As’ it is, Wallace, after a narrow escape, will be confirmed in 
e, pe 


due course. The fight is now over. The President has 

his intention to sign the George bill when it is finally adopted by 
the house, and the senate then may be expected to approve the 
nomination without further fuss or feathers. 

Mr. Wallace will accept the cabinet office without the added 
powers which it carried under the eminent Texas banker and the 
whole fracus in time will probably be forgotten. He has informed 
senate leaders that he will even ask the President to sign the

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When asked in a press confer- 
ence if he favored continuance of 
professional baseball during the 
war, the President eve baseball 
only a “pale green light,” as one 
correspondent put it. 

Now a nation-wide poll of pub- 
lic opinion on the subject finds 
John Q. Public giving the popu- 
lar American sport the same kind 
of pale green light, with less than 
a majority—although the domi- 
nant group—favoring continuance | 
of the game. 

This is in marked contrast to 
early 1942 when the great miajor- 
ity of the American people were 
in favor of continuing profession- 
al sports and President Roosevelt 
wrote to the late Judge Landis, “I 
honestly feel that it would be best 
for the country to keep baseball 
going.” 

In the present survey, a cross- 
section of the nation’s civilian 
population was asked: 

“Do you think tHat professional 
baseball should be continued dur- 
ing the war, or should it be stop- 
ped until after the war?”

The president does not, how- 
ever, seem to be so sensitively at- 
tuned to the 33 per cent who say 
they are followers of professional 
baseball. Virtually seven out of 


every ten among this group want 
to see the game continued, 

A majority of young people (21 
to 29 years of age) want baseball 
continued, while people included 
in the survey who are 50 or over 
are predominantly in favor of dis- 
continuing the sport for the dura- 
tion. 

A majority of men favor con- 
tinuing the game, while women

In any military force so large 
there will be inevitably a small 
minority of completely bad men, 
but accounts from Europe suggest 
that the number of thieves in the 
American forces is out of propor- 
tion. 

But why not? 

Most of the soldiers of this 
Army grew_up under a political 
regime which, early in its rule, 
made alliance with the criminal 
underworld in the labor move- 
ment and which, ever since, has. 
made occasions to honor fakers 
posing as labor leaders who, ac- 
tually, have been the accomplices 
of scoundrels. When they were 
boys they were made aware of an. 
attitude of their government to-| 
wards criminal conduct which 
they could only construe as in- 
dorsement of lawlessness and cyni- 
cism and an invitation to act ac- 
cordingly. Millions of them, from 
the time when they first became 
conscious of the existence of gov- 
ernment, were taught that dis- 
obedience of law and authority 
was reasonable behavior. 

This occurred when the Roose- 
velt government encouraged the 
CIO, under John L. Lewis, to 
transport professional rioters into 
peaceful communities where they 
organized terror, and governors, 
mayors and the police fell back 


| before them. They read that Sen. 


Joe Guffey, of Pennsylvania, a 
Roosevelt henchman, was allowed 
to owe an old income tax debt for 
many years and that when he fi- 
nally decided that it would be 
good politics to pay his share of 
the cost of the government, he 
was not compelled to pay accrued 
interest, though other men, out- 
side the privileged class, must do 
so. 


Millions of them, since they 
were 10 or 12 years old, had been 
given to understand that good cit- 
izenship/did not require conscience 
but was anything they could get 
away with under political favor 
and protection. They must have 
learned early that men and women 
who pretended to be friends of the 
worker and the poor, were first of 
all avaricious profiteers in a fake 
war on want, wantonly exploiting 
the victims of the situation to in- 
crease their own incomes. It sure- 
ly had dawned on them, by the 
time they were taken into the 
Army, that the crisis had not been 
cured but prolonged and that this 
continuance of unemployment and 
its denial of opportunity to mil- 
lions like them and their parents, 
was advantageous to those who 
were living lavishly on peak in-| 
comes in their role of servants of 


Ahe people. 


If a boy growing up has heard 
the President of the United States 


‘congratulate foreign swindlers on 


their success in stealing several 
million dollars from his own coun- 
trymen, that boy, become a young 
soldier, might feel justified in 
stealing from his countrymen, too. 
He might think that that was what 
was expected of him. 


More intimately, however, and, 
in fact, right under their eyes in 
many of the camps in which they 
trained, they saw thievery be- 
yond calculation carried on by 
privileged racketeers who bestrode 
the roads and collected from $25 
to $200 from hundreds of thou- 
sands of citizens coming to work 
on construction. They read ex- 
poses of such craft by commit- 
ees of congress and by newspaper 
reporters but they never heard 


that anyone went to jail for this 


extortion and so, again, it was 
theirs to conclude that there was 
nothing wrong in doing approxi- 
mately the same if opportunity 
presented. 


The immediate pressures of a 
poor rate of exchange and temp- 
tation have been offered in ex- 
planation of this frightening cor- 
ruption, but there can be no doubt 
that the guilty soldiers were mor- 
ally prepared to regard their 
treachery as the emulation of dis- 
tinguished example. The wonder 
is not that there have been so 
many such criminals but that 
there have not been many more 
and the standard of discipline 
that has been miaintained is the 
more remarkable by contrast with 
the indiscipline and special priv- 
ilege of the ruling group at home. 


For all that has been written 
and said about the exploitation, 
first of all the war on want and 
later of the war against Germany 
and Japan by the Roosevelt gov- 
ernment, it is still doubtful that 
the nation realizes what a cyni- 
cal example this established. In 
the war on want, entirely asice 
from the greedy, personal rush to 


get rich through the by-products / 


of high office, the political re- 
gime, itself, manipulated want 
and relief repeatedly so as to 
impose on the distress of the vic- 
tims and renew itself by buying 


their votes with hams, blankets | 


and dull, futureless jobs. 


Politicians down in the lower 
orders of the great machine often 
examined, not the necessity of the 
applicant for relief or work but 
his politics. In one spectacular 
case, a member of a grand jury 
in Senator Pepper’s state of Flor- 
ida was fired from his relief job 
because the grand jury had em- 
barrassed a crooked local machine 
by investigating gambling. So not 
even the grand jury, one of the 
most important institutions for the 
protection of the rights of the 
people, was safe from political in- 
timidation, 

Mrs. Roosevelt expressed it vee 
well, if unintentionally, when she 
wrote a few days ago: 


“The changes have been s0 
great in our way of living in the 
last few years that the term, the 
American way of life, meant some- 
thing quite different three gen- 
erations ago than it does today” 

The most deplorable change, 
however, has occurred, not in the 


span of three generations but in 
three presidential terms, |

ISED-SHOP AMENDME. 


No, Says George Googe, Southern Director, AFL 


(Editor’s Note: This ts the third in a series of articles——pro 
and con—written at the request of The Constitution by recognized 


leaders on both sides of the ques

American Federation of Labor. 


The right to work in gainful 
employment is an inalienable right 
guaranteed in the basic English 
common law and in our federal 
and state constitutions and every 
honest citizen will defend this 
right to the death. No additional 


wording specific or general can 
be added to our state constitution 
that will add enhancement to this 
free-man’s opportunity. The right 
to work under our fundamental 
laws and concept of government 
does not carry with it the right to 
compel another free citizen as an 
employer to employ any citizen on 
that individual citizen’s own terms 
against the wishes of the employ- 
er. The employer has the equal 
freedom and right to employ only 
those individuals he needs and de- 
sires to employ and only under 


| conditions mutually agreeable be- 


tween the employer and the em- 
ployes. 

The opposition to the so-called 
antiunion security amendment, 
which is as follows: “The right of 
persons to work shall not be de- 
nied or abridged on account of 
membership or nonmembership 
in any labor union, or labor or- 
ganization” is not due to any dis- 
agreement or opposition to this 
platitude. The opposition is to the 
practical effect of the platitude. 
First, denying employers ‘ their 
basic right to contract for their 
labor supply. Second, its cantella- 
tion and invalidation of thousands 
of union-management industrial 
relations contracts and its eventu- 
al utter destruction of conserva- 
tive trade unions and thereby the 
inevitable return of sweat-shop 
conditions to Georgia. Third, its 
conflict with federal laws govern- 
ing and controlling labof-manage- 
ment relations as well as conflict- 
ing with the constitution of the 
United States guaranteeing the 
right of contract and protection of 
property and equity against con- 
fiscation. 

Union shop contracts between 
labor unions and employers are 
the outgrowth of many years of 
experience between unions and 
employers and are now an im- 
pelling necessity in the transac- 
tion of business by an employer if 
he is to be protected from having 
to deal with numerous hostile 
fighting groups of his employes 
affiliated with two or more labor 
organizations. The only way an 
employer can prevent part of his 
employes from being in an Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor Union, 
part of them being in a CIO-PAC 
politico-labor Communist front, 
and numerous -so-called independ- 
ent associations or union groups 
and antiorganized cells of em- 
ployes is a union shop agree- 
ment. The only protection against 
this type of chaos by employers 
in certain industries ig to negoti- 
ate a contract with a conservative, 
stable labor organization making 
it as a condition of employment 
that his employes must mem- 


bers of the conservative union and. 


abide by the conditions of em- 
ployment, wages, hours, working 
conditions and plant rules set u 
in the Written contract by m 


agreement. He can then hold the. 


n.) 


conservative labor union respon- 
sible for .-conduct of its mem- 
bers with employer, protected 
by the union supe ing, control- 
ling and compelling its members 
to produce the maximum results 
on. the job harmoniously for the 
employer. 

Union shop contracts are never 
made except voluntarily by the 
employer and for the exclusive 
purpose of its advantage to the 
employer in the transaction of his 
business and because it is more 
profitable to the employer and his 
stockholders. 


The proposed amendment re- 
stricts, prohibits and denies the 
employers the advantage of se- 
curing preference in labor sup- 
ply of the most efficient mem- 
bers of labor unions and would 
compel the employer to with- 
stand civil damage suits every- 
time a nonunion employe applied 
for a job and was denied employ- 
ment. It would likewise make all 
employers subject to civil damage 
suits when a member of any type 
of “labor organization” applied for 
a job and was denied employment. 
They would allege in a civil court 
the denial of employment was due 
to their membership or nonmem- 
bership in the union and the em- 
ployer would have to prove in 
civil court, in order to defend 
himself against said suit, that 
there was some other compelling 
reason why employment was de- 
nied. 

If this proposed amendment be- 
came our basic law it would re- 
move from conservative construc- 
tive unions all disciplinary control 
over their membership, It would 
make an employer's agreement 
with a union utterly worthless be- 
cause the union would have no 
power to control its membership 
and the radical blabber-mouths 
could stir up dissension against 
the employer and when the union 
officials cracked down on the ir- 
responsible members they would 
withdraw from the union and con- 
tinue their bolshevik and disrup- 


tional racketeering syndicate in a 


. subversive scheme to destroy the 


union organizations and 

wage standards and return indus- 
trial relations in Georgia and 
America to the dark days of 1880. 
Every member of the legislature 
and every Georgian I know who 
have had. any experience and 
practical knowledge of union-man- 
agement relations is opposing this 
subterfuge upon the citizens of 
Georgia and are bitterly opposed 
to the effects this proposal would 
have on employers who deal with 
the American Federation of La- 
bor and their employes, 

This proposal :would outlaw the 
union shop cards in union barber 
shops, it would outlaw union lab- 
els in Georgia.

The unions in these tions 
and the employers having this 
t of agreements are the spinal 
umn of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor movement in Geor- 
gia and are the most enlightened 
and vite!ly important employer 
groups in Georgia, outside of gen- 
eral manufacturing. 

Every Georgian is now free and 
there is plenty of work available, 
the individual worker now has a 
free choice of employment either 
under union-shop agreement, or if 
he prefers under nonunion open- 
shop employment. 

It is contrary to the federal con- 
stitution and we oppose this law 
because it prohibits a general con- 
tractor in the 


tive tactics inside and outside the | bui) 


plant with complete immunity 
from union and a disci- 
pline. No constructive labor union 
could long exist under such con- 
ditions and that is the purpose 
of the instigators of this legis- 
lation, the utter destruction of 
sound trade unions and the estab- 
lishment of industrial chaos in 
Georgia. 

We do not believe the sponsors 
in the legislature of this amend- 
ment have any idea of the real 
effects of their proposed measure 
and what it would do to indus- 
trial relations in Georgia. They 
are honest men, but totally inex- 
perienced and ignorant of mutual 
labor-management industrial rela- 
tions and have been sucked in, 
as innocent victims, by a subtle, 
smooth, selfish, unscrupulous na: | 


work alongside a union member, 
neither can a valid law compel a 
union man to work for an employ- 
er alongside a non-union man 
against his wishes. For two gen- 
erations in Georgia the real union 
craftsmen have refused to work 
alongside a nonunion worker in 
his craft. We will not now, nor 
in the future, ever do so, except 
possibly in a “Fascist concentra- 
tion camp.” The right to refuse to 
work is as sacred as the right to 
work and this proposed amend- 
ment to be effective will have to 
deny these rights.
